Receiving Teller Confessed to Presi- 


dent of Bank, and Is Assisting In 
Investigation—Both Were Old and 
Trusted Employe*. 
New York, Nov. 16.—Defalcations, 


amounting, it is claimed, to $60,000, 
have been discovered in the accounts 
of the WilHamsburg Savings Bank, an 
institution conducted at WilHamsburg, 
In the suburbs of Brooklyn. General 
J. V. Meserole, the president of the 
bank, is authority for the statement 
that the parties Implicated in the af- 
fair are Harry E. Corbett, a former 
paying teller of the bank, who died 
November 2, and George Zollinhofer, 
a receiving teller, who, it is alleged, 
gave the first information leading to 
the discovery. 


The bank is fully protected, It is said, 


by the bonds of Corbett and Zollin- 
hofer. Harry Corbett had been in the 
employ of the bank for 18 years. He 
was looked upon as a man of exem- 
plary habits, and not the slightest sus- 
picion attacked to him up to the time 
of his death. 


According to General Meserole, on 


Friday of last week George Zollin- 
hofer, one of the receiving tellers, went 
to Cashier William Burns and con- 
fessed to him that he (Zollinhofer) and 
Corbett had for the past two or three 
years taken funds from the Institution 
for the purpose of stock gambling, and 
thai so far as he could estimate the 
amount that had been lost was be- 
tween 150,000 and $60,000. 
Cashier 


Buns had Zollinhofer repeat his con- 
fession to President Meserole, and a 
meeting of the trustees of the bank 
followed. '- The .examination was not 
concluded that day, nor is it yet con- 
cluded, but irregularities enough were 
found to show that Zollinhofer had not 
exaggerated the extent of the defalca- 
tion. 


Zollinhofer, after making his con- 


fession, placed himself in the hands 
of the trust company and is aiding 
them in their investigation of 
the 


books. He was, with one exception, 
the oldest employe of the bank, having 
been with the institution for 33 years. 
He is 60 years old. Corbett died in his 
apartments in Brooklyn of pneumonia 
on November 2. 


TEXAN'S APPEAL FOR AID 


People of Zapata County Starving. 


Governor Sends Relief. 


Dallas. Tex., Nov. 16.—Governor 


Sayrea yesterday received a letter from 
Hon. F. W. Seabury, a member of 
the legislature, in whose district Za- 
pata county is situated, saying that 
the people in that county are starving, 
and that unless 
Immediate relief 


reaches them nearly the entire popula- 
tion will die. 


There is no chance to raise any kind 


of crops there earlier than next April 
or May. Mr. Seabury says there is 
scarcely a bit of food on tand and ap- 
peals for outside aid at once. Gov- 
ernor Sayres Immediately sent $500 to- 
Mr. Seabury, and relief supplies will 
be gotten into Zapata county at the 
earliest possible moment. 


CHURCH BURNED 


Explosion of Gas In Furnace Set Fire 


to Woodwork. 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 18.—Gas ex- 


ploded in the furnace of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Car- 
bondale yesterday morning, bursting 
the furnace and scattering the burning 
coal, which set fire to the wood work. 
The flames could not be controlled, 
and the 
building was 
totally de- 


stroyed. 
The loss is about $30,000 


and is partly covered by an insurance 
of $20,000. 


Charles Hull, a brave flreman, had 


been in the belfry trying to get a 
line of hose into the main building, 
but not succeeding, he was making 
his way down to the street, and by 
mistake pushed open a door leading 
into the 
blazing auditorium. The 


flames leaped out and entirely sur- 
rounded him for a second, but he fell 
backward and rolled down the steps, 
from where he was dragged to the 
street by his comrades, with his cloth- 
ing burned from him. He was burned 
badly about the hips and hands and his 
face was fried into one black blister. 
He Is conscious but suffering terribly.

FATAL RiDMDVRECK 


Freight Crashes Into Work Train 


on Sharp Carre. 


TEN DEAD AND MANY INJURED 


It is Hoped With Belief Qangt to j 


Get Fire Under Control. 


EIGHT BODIES ARE STILL IN MINE 


- 
Entombed Ar* Buried Beneath Tone \I 
of Slate and May Never B* Recov 


Force of Collision Was So Great That j It Is Possible That the Bodies Still 


Freight Cars Were Thrown On 
Top of Work Train—Fire Adda to 
the Horror. 
Blair, Mont., Nov. 19.—A wreck oc- 


curred on the Great Northern near 
here, in which ten men lost their 
lives and 28 others were seriously in- 
jured. An extra freight ran into a 
work train, and it was among those 
on the latter train that the terrible 
havoc was wrought. Forty-one Japa- 
nese laborers were aboard the work 
train, which was proceeding 
west- 


ward. It expected to meet the freight 
at Culbertson. There Is a sharp curve 
near where the trains met, and each 
was running at a speed of 25 miles 
an hour. So great was the force of 
the impact that the freight cars were 
thrown upon the top of the work train, 
which was piled high in a mass of 
wreckage. 


Almost immediately flames broke 


forth and added to the horror of the 
scene. Those uninjured immediately 
began to rescue those imprisoned in 
the wreck, whose dying groans and 
piteous appeals for help spurred on 
the workers. 


At the time the accident occurred 


the Japanese were at breakfast, and 
before they were aware of the im- 
pending 
danger 
the 
cars 
were 


smashed into kindling wood and the 
dead and dying men buried beneath 
the heap of wreckage. 
Of the entire 


number in the car but three escaped 
death or injury. After an hour's work 
all had been accounted for and there 
were ten dead bodies beside the track 
and several men so bauly injured 
that It is likely that they will die. It 
was impossible to check the progress 
of tne flames, and soon seven of the 
work cars and three freight cars were 
in ashes. 


It was some time before word of 


the wreck could be sent to the outside 
world. It was necessary to send a 
man on foot to Culbertson. six miles 
away, and he could not be spared for 
this until everything possible had been 
done to save those In the wreck. 


Word was sent to Glasgow for a 


relief train and doctors, and as soon 
as they reached the scene the work of 
caring for the injured began. Nine- 
teen of the injured were brought to the 
hospital here yesterday afternoon and 
the other nineteen were left at Havre. 
Of those brought here all but three 
probably will recover. Those at Havre 
were not so seriously injured. 


H. Mastoni, foreman of the Japa- 


nese, who was one of the three who 
escaped injury, says that he had no 
idea who was to blame for the wreck. 


Killed Him Mqther-in-Law. 


Knoxrille, Tenn., Nov. 16.—Mrt. 


Louise Huddle, an aged woman, was 
shot and killed near Rural Retreat, 
Va., by Henry Ratcliffe, her son-ia- 
law. When Ratcliffe, who, with Id* 
wife and child, lived with Mrs. Hu'd- 
die, went home yesterday morning he 
threatened to kill everybody on the 
premises. 
His wife and child fled. 


The report of a gun was soon heard, 
and when the house was entered Mrs. 
Huddle was found lying on the floor of 
the kitchen with a gunshot wound In 
the abdomen, her clothing on fire and 
her skull crushed. A bloody double- 
barreled shotgun, with 
one - barrel 


empty, was found in the room. Ratcliffe 
was arrested and taken to jail. Ho 
says he fired in self-defense. Mrs. 
Huddle, who was quite wealthy, had 
willed-her property to Ratcliffe's wife.

Flat Top and Elkhorn to the 
scene of the Baby Mine disaster yes* 
terday. and all day long the grounds 
about the entrance to the mine shaft 
•were a mass of humanity. 


No bodies have been recovered since 


Saturday, but the work will continue 
as long as there is any hope of re- 
covering any of 
the 'unfortunates. 


Many of the 
miners familiar with 


those employed there still assert that 
at least eight bodies are yet within 
the mine. It is possible that if they 
•were within when the explosion oc- 
curred the-"- may have been covered 
beneath tons of falling slate, and their 
bodies will never be recovered. The 
list of bodies already recovered num- 
bers 12, and two or three of the in- 
jured will yet die. Eight bodies of 
the unfortunates were buried In the 
same cemetery, where nearly 200 or 
more miners were buried, who met 
death in the same mine nearly 15 
years ago. 


The mine is still burning fiercely, 


and for the past 24 hours very little 
has been accomplished in the way of 
searching the mine for those that are 
still missing. 
It was supposed on 


Saturday night that the fire would 
have been under control by yesterday 
afternoon, but it was found that a 
large amount of pipe and hose was 
yet needed in order to reach the fire. 
The mine officials are sparing neither 
effort Tior expense In caring for the 
Injured, burying the dead and extin- 
guishing the flames. It is now hoped 
with the relief gangs from other mines 
to get the fire under control, though 
it is hardly probable that it will be 
entirely extinguished for possibly a 
week, as it is a drift mine and it will 
be almost impossible to flood it. 


On Friday afternoon a party of res- 


cuers 
entered 
the 
burning mine 


reaching a point hitherto inaccessible. 
They saw in tlie distance the corpses of 
six or seven men and endeavored to 
reach them, but 
the-^extreme heat 


drove them back. The fire is still rag- 
ing and growing fiercer. All efforts to 
get even partial control of it have 
proved futile. The situation is ex- 
tremely bad, with no apparent hope of 
Improvement. 


Monday the body of Fritz Moulter 


was found Sctoinbed in a room on the 
west side. He was living, but a few 
hours more 
no doubt would have 


brought death. For six hours physi- 
cians worked with him before he was 
restored to consciousness. He Is yet 
feeble, but is likely to recover. 


There was great rejoicing when the 


news spread that he had been recov- 
ered alive. Moulter says that all in 
the mine on Thursday night com- 
mented on the heaviness of the atmos- 
phere, and that & number of the men 
left work before he did. 
He soon 


found that danger was imminent, and 
with several others started to run for 
the drift. A heavy report, which shook 
the mountain, was heard, and an in- 
stant later a huge cloud of smoke and 
Same was seen coming. He lost sight 
of his companions, but he turned into 
a side room as quickly as possible 
and was shut off by falling slate. 
Probably two days elapsed before he 
succumbed to the foul air. 


Money for relief is being raised by 


popular subscription. The state mine 
inspector is on the scene, but as yet 
.has given out no statement regarding 
the supposed cause of tie disaster.

Miss Emma Goldman, who the as- 


eassin of President McKinley says 
was the inspiring cause of his act, 
was long and unfavorably known in 
New York City and was sent to Black- 
weirs Island in 1893 for using Incen- 
diary language. She said at the time 
of her trial before Judge Randolph B. 
Martine In the Court of General Ses- 
sions that she was twenty-five years 
old and that she was from Russia. 
That would 
make her thirty-three 


years old at the present time. Miss 
Goldman was of a fair type and was 
heard many times in speeches before 
gatherings on the Bowery in Manhat- 
tan. 


She was rath'er prepossessing, of reg- 


ular features, with flashing blue eyes, 
and her manner was full of conviction 
and earnestness. To those who were 
inclined to criticise her personal ap- 
pearance at that time she was de- 
scribed as frowsy. 
She flourished 


most when Herr Most and his news- 
paper, the Anarchist, published from 
a miserable den on William street, 
Manhattan, were attracting a good 
deal of attention. Police Superintend- 
ent Byrnes was besought by many 
newspapers to take summary meas- 
ures with Miss Goldman on account 
of her fiery invocation to the people 
to rise against the powers that be. ar- 
guing that no arrests should be made 
and no chance should be given to the 
Anarchists to pose as martyrs! 


Emma Goldman was placed on trial 


on October G, 1S93. and was called to 
the stand. 
She was absolutely cool 


and collected, and. In reply to ques- 
tions by her counsel she denied that 
she had heard any exclamations from 
the crowd that she had been address- 
ing In TTnion Square a short time be- 
fore. It -was for her use of language 
ttere that she was indicted and tried. 
She declared that she spoke in English 
on that occasion, and that she made 
her address from notes. These she 
had elaborated for the purpose of iav- 
Ing them printed for publication. 


Cross examined by Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney Melntyre Miss Gold- 
man said that she did not believe in a 
Supreme Being.

STRUCK BRINE. 


A Well That if Gucblnc COO Carrots of 


Salt Water a Day. 


One of the greatest disappointments 


ever recorded hi the Indiana oil field is 
that of the Pierce & Thomas oil well 
on the Madison farm, Hartford Ciiy, 
Ind. After being drilled in the well 
filled up to the top with crude petro- 
leum. There was not an oil operator 
present who did not estimate that it 
would flow from 100 to 200 barrels a. 
day. Just after the shot the baler got 
fast m the well and it required sev- 
eral days to dislodge it. It f?as put to 
pumping and its owners were in a 
happy frame of mind. 


On looking into the tank it was dis- 


covered that the output which flowed 
so freely -was nothing but salt. A head 
of oil had preceded it. After the first 
showing of the well oil men went af- 
ter leases in the heat of the excitement 
and everything in a radius of 'three 
miles that was not already covered 
by lease was gobbled up and derricks 
went up like magic. There was a feel- 
tog that an Inexhaustible supply had 
been tapped^ and there was a race to 
see who would get down the next welL 
One company has over 100 acres under 
lease in the immediate vicinity of the 
salt water gasher, and the No. 1 well 
on Its lease is 400 'feet down. The 
owners of the salt water gusher also 
have a rig up for a No. 2 well on the 
same lease and another on the lease 
across the road.

Oil men here claim the well is the 


greatest freak they ever encountered. 
C. R. Thomas, one of the owners, says 
the well is flowing 500 barrels of salt 
water a day. and he feels that it may 
change back to oil as suddenly as it 
changed to salt water. The outcome 
of the new -wells drilling will be 
watched .with even greater interest 
than that of the one just completed.—

in Xew York at the time she was to 
be sentenced. She was convicted on 
October 9 of taking part in an unlaw- 
ful assemblage. Police lined the stair- 
ways and halls, both up and down 
stairs. In the Tombs, before she was 
taken to the court to be sentenced, 
she said she did not expect any dis- 
turbance; that she had been convicted 
by a partial jury under an unjust law, 
and there was nothing to be done but 
stand the sentence of Judge Martine. 


She was represented in court by A. 


Oakley Hall. On her arraignment for 
sentence she said that she had intend- 
ed. to make a speech, but she knew the 
police were preparing to Imprison her 
friends in case she made an address. 
She would say nothing as to why sen- 
tence should not be passed upon her. 
Judge Martine then sentenced her to 
the full term under the law, one year 
in the penitentiary. He said she was 
a woman of above the ordinary intelli- 
gence and that there was no room 
for her In this community.

Emma Goldman when she was re- 
leased from Blackwell'* Island on Au- 
gust 17. 1S94- She had been an exem- 
plary prisoner and had won the good

French Industry in Precious Stones. 
In France, according to a recent re- 


port, the larger portion of the work- 
ing of precious metals and the cutting 
of stones is done in the Department of 
the Seine and its environs. The com- 
mission appointed by the Minister of 
Commerce for the purpose of obtaining 
statistics on the industrial position of 
France visited and reported on twen- 
ty-three 
shops in this department. 


Twenty of them are for -working pre- 
cious metals and three for the cutting 
of diamonds and precious stones. 


The workers employed on the pre- 


cious metals numbered 1500, of whom 
thirty-eight per cent, were women and 
children^ For the cutting of precious 
stones 130 persons were employed, of 
whom fifteen per c"ent were women 
and children. The -working hours -were 
ten per day. For the precious metals 
the average wages -were six francs, 
while they were eight francs in the es- 
tablishments for the cutting of dia- 
monds. 


In the rest of France the commis- 


sion 
visited 
seven 
establishments 


working precious metals. These em- 
ployed 600 persons, of -whom forty-two 
per cent, were women and children. 
The average wages were four francs 
for a day of ten hoars-_ Four shops 
for the cutting of imitation precious 
stones were visited. These employed 
eighty persons, of -whom twenty per 
cent, were women.

•.-ages were five francs for a day of 
eleven hours.
